In the Office Action of the above date, the Examiner has rejected pending claims 30-61 
under either 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 35 U.S.C. § 103, relying primarily upon Buser patent 4,380,391. 
Applicants respectfully submit that this reference is not relevant with respect to the present 
application, and accordingly seek reconsideration. 

The Examiner has apparently cited the Buser reference owing to its disclosure in Figure 3 
of spools 52, 54.
